Joe Louchren Taken Into Custody For 


Death of Robert Scott—Proves 


Innocence and is Released. 


Joseph Louchren, policeman at Mln- 


oon.ua, was arrested Tuesday by Sher- 
iff Jillson and Deputy Vaughan on 
complaint of certain Mlnocqua people 
wl»o suspected him of having caused 
the death of Ilobert Scott on the 
night of Saturday February IX Lou- 
chren was brought to this city but 
was released, Wednesday morning on 
motion of District Attorney Miller. 
No one appeared to prefer cliarges 
against the roan and there was no 
evidence on which he could be held. 


Scott was found dead In his Iiome 


with a bullet Iwle In the back of his 
head on the morning of Sunday Feb- 
| rnary H. It-was the general supposi- 
tion tliat tlie man had commited sui- 
cide. Tlie fact that Scott's rifie lay 
beside the body further added to the 
suicide theory. Tlie verdict of the 
coroner's jury was that Scott's death 
was caused by a bullet fired from a 
gun In the liands of an unknown per- 
son. 


From thetlmeoftheshootlnsrafew 


people have been of the opinion that 
the man was murdered and Louchren, 
owing to various stories in circulation, 
lias been suspected of the crime. Scott 
b said to have remarked to his child 
ren on the night of the sliootln- that 
he was afraid of Louchretr whom he 
believed to be after him. At the In- 
quest Louchren proved that he was 
at home at Ihe hour of Scotl's deatli. 


"Monday, Sheriff Jfllson decided to 


make a second and more tliorough In- 
vestigation of the affair and in com- 
pany of Deputy Vaughin went to 
Minocriua for that purpose. Tlie offi- 
cials called on the people' who liad 
voiced their suspicions 
regarding 


Lou'chren and from what they could 
learn deemed it wise to arrest the 
marshall, without a warrant, on their 
own responsibility. 
When brought 


to this city Louchren had little diffi- 
culty In satisfying the district attor- 
ney that he had no knowledge what- 
ever of the manner in which Scott had 
met his deatli and was entirely Inno- 
cent of the 
damaging complaints 


made against him. 
Louchren was 


dismissed and the case dropped. 


When seen by a representative of 


this paper Louchren said that he had 
on several occasions taken charge of 
Scott when the man was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 
He believes that 


Scott thus grew to fear him and 
imagined tliat he (Louchren) was go- 
ing-to do him bodily harm. Tlie mar- 
shal!, like the majority of Minocqua 
people, believes that Scott while In a 
tit of temporary Insanity took his own 
life.

INFORMATION TO VOTERS 


The following instructions are giv- 


en for the information and guidance 
of voters: A voter upon entering the 
polling place and giving his name 
and residence, will receive a ballot 
from the ballot clerk which must have 
endorsed thereon the name or initials 
of both ballot clerks, and no other 
ballot can be used. Upon receiving 


Ills ballot, the voter must retire alone 
to a booth or compartment and pre- 
pare the same for voting. A ballot 
clerk may inform the voter as to the 
proper manner of marking a ballot, 
but he must not advise or indicate in 
any manner whom to vote for. 
The 


voter should make a crossmark un- 
der the name of. the candidate he de- 
sires to vote for or at any place wltl>- 
In the space In which the name Is 
printed. If he wishes to vote for a 
person whose name Is not on the bal- 
lot, he must write the name In' the 
blank space under the printed name 
of the candidate for the office. 
The 


ballot slwuld not be marked in any 
other manner. If the ballot be spoil- 
ed it must be returned to tlie ballot 
clerk, who must Issue another in its 
stead, but not more tlian three In all 
to any one voter. Five minutes time 
Is allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to 
assist the voter In marking his billot 
can be taken Into the booth, and may 
be used to copy from. Tlie .ballot 


must not be slwwn %o tliat any per- 
son can see how It lias been marked 
by the voter. After It is marked it 
should' be folded so that*the Inside 
cannot" be seen, but so that the print- 
ed endorsements and signatures of 
the ballot clerks on the outside may 
be seen. Then the vofer sliould pass 
out of the booth or compartment, 
give his name to the Inspector In 
clianje< of the ballot boi, hand him 
his ballot to be placed in t tie box, 
and pass;out of the voting place. A 
voter who declares to the presiding 
officer that he Is unable to read, or 
that by reason of physical disability 
he Is unable to mark his ballot can 
have assistance of one or two election 
officers In marking the same, to be 
chosen by the voter; and If he de- 
clares tliat he Is totally blind, he mar 
be assisted by any person clxjsen by 
him from among the legal voters of 
the county. 
Tlie presiding officer 


may administer an oath in his dis- 
cretion, as to such person's diabllity.
